A RACE FOR LIFE. 


Fight Hetwoen 
Gila County Officers and 
tho White Mountain Apaches at Clbicu 
Chief 
Killed. 
Tho Belt gives an account of tho 
killing of an Indian 
chiof by tho 
sheriff's 
posse 
of 
Gila 
county, 
which is about as follows: 
At tho October 
(1895) 
term of 
tho District Court of Gila county, 
two Indians, Tonto C 24 and Tonto 
O 8, woro 
indicted 
for burglary 
committed at tho Vosburg ranch, 
in tho vicinity of Pleasant 
Valley. 
Tho wanants for tho arrest of tho 
Indians wanted 
woro delivered to 
Doputy Benbrook, who left Globo, 
December 1, for 
Cibicu 
to mako 
tho 
arrest. 
Arriving 
at Plcsant 
Valloy, 
ho 
was 
joined 
by Bill 
Voris, 
Frank 
Kotchorsido 
and 
Huso 
Kyle. 
Tho party loft tho 
Gentry ranch, 
three 
miles 
abovo 
Ellison's 
on 
Thursday 
morning 
December 
5, 
and 
arrived 
at 
Cooloy's camp, (Cooloy boing head 
chief of tho band of Indians), 
on 
Cibicu 
creek, 
30 
miles 
distant, 
about sundown. 
tho chief then 
in authority, 
a 
brother 
of chief 
Cooloy, 
upon 
being 
informed 
through an interpreter 
what 
tho 
officers wanted, 
consented 
to the 
arrest of the two Indians. 
Tonto 
C 24 was 
identified 
and placed 
under arrest, and the officers 
had 
started to ride away with 
their 
prisoner, 
when 
Ketchersido 
rec- 
ognized tho 
othor 
buck 
wanted, 
Tonto O 8, 
among 
tho foity or 
fifty Indians in tho camp. 
At this 
juncturo Loco Jim 
hailed 
tho of 
ficers and asked what thoy wanted 
with tho two Indians, and Captain 
Jack, tho interpreter, rode up and 
said thoy could not 
take 
tho 
In- 
dians away. 
Whilo thoy woro 
parloying 
the 
othor Indians began to gather 
in 
around tho olilccrs, 
and 
tho chief, 
camo 
up 
close 
to Kotcherside's horso and made a 
grab at tho bridlo rein, but missed 
it, as tho horso jorked 
his head 
away. 
Tho chiof then went up to 
Voris and with both hands 
grasp- 
ed tho Winchester 
hung 
on tho 
sido of tho saddle, and attempted 
to draw tho gun from its holster. 
Voi is, thereupon, caught tho In- 
dian's wrist with both hands and 
broke tho hold of ono hand on tho 
gun, when 
the 
Indian, 
retaining 
his hold on tho gun with one hand, 
grasped tho bridlo icin 
of Voris' 
horso with the 
other. 
Just then 
Tonto C 21, 
ono 
of the 
Indians 
whom tho 
posse went to arrest, 
fired a shot 
from 
a 
distanco of 
about 20 yards, and Voris, seeing 
that tho 
situation 
was desporato 
and that tho chiof was 
getting tho 
bettor of him, drew his 
and fired at 
his advorsary. 
Tho 
Indian throw his 
head 
back 
and 
avoided 
tho 
bullet, 
whereupon 
Voris placed tho 
pistol 
closo 
to 
tho Indian's breast and fired again. 
fell 
forward 
on 
his face without uttoring a sound. 
About 
twenty-fiv- o 
Indians 
stand- 
ing on tho sido 
of a 
hill, 
somo 
sixty yards away, then fired a vol- 
ley at tho 
officers, 
which passed 
over their heads, and tho latter re- 
turned tho firo from their pistols. 
Tho officers put 'spurs to their 
horses and a raco 
for 
life 
began, 
tho Indians who were mounted and 
armed giving chase 
After a hard 
run of half a milo 
tho trail mado 
an abrupt turn and tho Indians 
in 
tho lead, by a flank movement, got 
ahead of the officors, 
who, seeing 
thoy woro 
cut 
off, 
took 
to 
the 
cedar brako to tho right 
of the 
trail and up tho stoop 
sido 
of tho 
mountain. 
Hero 
the 
posso 
got 
scattored; Voris was 
in tho lead, 
and dusk having fallen, ho 
regain- 
ed tho trail, forged ahead alono and 
reached Ellison's about 1:30 o'clock 
on 
Friday 
morning. 
Benbrook 
and Kylo soon carao together again 
in tho timber. 
Benbrook's 
pony 
was winded, 
and 
going 
up 
the 
mountain fell and caught the rider's 
right kneo undor tho saddle, 
caus- 
ing him a painful injury. 
Having 
returned to tho trail, 
thoy were 
again headed off by the Indians, 
foicod onco moro 
to take 
to tho 
timber and woro joined by Kotch- 
orsido. 
Voris, when ho reached 
a 
nar- 
row 
defile 
noar 
Canyon 
crock, 
twenty miles from 
Cibicu, 
saw 
a 
signal firo a short distanco from 
tho 
trail, 
and 
when 
Benbrook, 
Kotchorsido and Kylo passed, tho 
embers of tho firo woro 
plainly 
to 
bo seen. 
Tho 
Indians 
who had 
got ahead of them on tho trail had 
probably mado tho firo to signal 
John Dazin's band of Indians, and 
had then gone on to tho main cros- 
sing of Canyon 
crook, with tho in- 
tention of ambushing 
the 
officers. 
Suspecting 
this, 
Voris 
loft 
tho 
main trail 
and 
crossed 
Canyon

lounds of ammunition, provisions 
and camp 
utensils. 
That any 
of 
tho men escaped 
with their 
lives 
seems providential, and can uo 
ac- 
counted for only by 
tho approach 
of nightfall, 
which lent them its 
kindly protection. 
Tho officers, when they realized 
tho futility of atlomntinfjr 
to take 
tho two Indians, fricdo get away 
peaceably, intending to go to Ft. 
Apache and ask the military 
for 
assistance, but tho Indians, 
bent 
on mischief, 
provoked 
tho 
fight. 
Tho Indians 
were tho aggiossors 
and 
tho 
officers 
when 
attacked 
were 
in 
the 
discharge 
of thoir 
duty. 
When 
tho 
posso 
returned 
to 
Globo and 
reported, 
proceedings 
woro instituted 
boforo 
U. 
S. 
Dis- 
trict Couit Commissioner Kinnoy, 
and warronts issued for tho arrest 
of tho Indians, to tho number of 
twenty or more, 
who 
fired 
upon 
tho 
posse. 
Tho 
warronts 
were 
placod in tho hands of Deputy 
U. 
S. Marshal J. II. Thompson, 
who, 
accompanied by Messrs. Benbrook, 
Ketcherside, 
Vou's and Kyle, 
left 
Thursday noon to join Lieutenant 
Fcnton's command and accompani- 
ed them to tho scene of tho killing 
whero Lieutenant Fenton 
mado 
a 
full investigation of tho affair 
and 
ho corroborates the statements 
of 
tho Gila county officors engagod in 
tho affray, and 
leaves 
no gtound 
for action against tho officers. 
Colonel Powell, commanding at 
Fort Apache, was notified 
of tho 
Cibicu fight on 
Friday, 
tho 7th 
inst., and Lioutenant 
Fonton and 
detachment left tho samo night for

in a otato of great excitement,

Cooloy and two other 
Indians 
accompanied

mand to Vosburg's 
and 
Ellison's 
ranches. 
At Vosbnrg's tho lying 
interpreter

out Frank 
Kotchorsido as tho man who killed

Chiof Cooloy, 
trembling

and with gun in hand, 
assumed a threatening attitude as 
though about to shoot at Ketcher- 
side. 
A 
soldier,

on their way to

Valloy, 
thoy were met by John Dazin and

Fnblo Salcldo Dead and I'aul Beckor 
Re- 
ported 
Seriously 
Wounded. 
A courier named Joso Trujillo, 
dispatched 
from 
Morcnci 
night 
beforo last, arriving 
in 
Solomon- 
villo ropoi ted a tragic 
affair from 
that place 
Ho boro 
to Abraham 
Diaz a letter 
from 
Mrs 
Salcido 
simply announcing 
tho death of 
her husband Pablo 
Salcido, 
with- 
out giving any 
particulars 
what-ovo- r. 
Tho courior arrived at 
Sol- 
omonvillo about 
two o'clock 
yes- 
terday 
morning, and 
at 
seven 
o'clock, Mr. 
and 
Mrs. Diaz, with 
Shoriff Wight and wifo, tho last be- 
ing a sister 
of 
Mrs 
Salcido, loft 
overland for Morenci. 
Trujillo, tho 
messenger 
relates 
a startling story, and wo givo it as 
rolatcd by him: 
On Tuesday night last, four Mex- 
icans bioko into tho storo of Mrs. 
McCormick at that place and in 
which Mr. Paul Becker was 
sleep- 
ing, ho boing a clerk in tho store 
Thoy attempted to compel 
Booker 
to open tuo sale and givo them 
ao 
cess to the 
cash 
on 
hand. 
This 
Becker refused to do and tho burg 
lars 
stabbed 
him several times, 
giving him 
a 
parting 
thrust 
as 
Paul made 
his 
escapo 
from 
the 
building, and fled to tho placo of 
Pablo Salcido to givo 
tho 
alarm. 
When Salcido and 
others 
arrived 
at tho storo, tho burglars 
had 
es- 
caped from tho building. 
Tho 
fol- 
lowing morning 
Salcido, 
Doputy 
Shoriff Alex Davis and others took 
tho trail of tho burglars, following 
it up onto tho hill whero thoy found 
tho owner of tho building and 
the 
four burglars, who refused to 
sub 
mit to arrest. 
A red hot light 
en- 
sued, in which Salcido was instant 
ly killed, boing shot in tho middle 
of tho forehead. 
Three of tho burglars were 
kill- 
ed, and tho fourth 
being 
merely 
wounded, mado his 
escapo 
as did 
tho owner of the building. 
Great 
excitement 
now prevails 
at 
Mo 
Vcnci, as it scorns that an unusually 
largo number ol disorderly charac- 
ters havo congregated 
thero, 
and 
havo for several days 
past 
mani- 
fested 
a 
disposition 
to 
mako 
troublo generally. 
The foregoing 
is 
tho 
story 
of 
Trujillo, 
tho courier 
bearing 
tho 
lottor to Abraham 
Diaz from Mrs. 
Salcido. 
As tho 
letter 
was 
en- 
tirely silent about any fight or the 
cause 
of Pablo's 
death, 
a 
grort 
many seem to doubt tho courier's 
statemont. 
Tho lino botween 
Clif- 
ton and Lordsburg refused to work 
Wednesday 
night as it has ever 
since, 
henco 
no 
communication 
could be bad "by District 
Attor-no- y 
Jones with any ono at Clifton 
or Moronci to ascertain tho truth. 
It is 
probable 
that 
tho District 
Attorney accompanied by a deputy 
shoriff and both well 
armed 
and 
well mounted will go up tho Gila 
to Morenci this morning. 
It is thought that tho failuro of

General Whcatcn 
from Silver City to 
Col.

tho Coronado ranch abovo Guthrie. 
on tho Gila triver,

THE DUTY OF 
THE 
PUBLIC 
TO 
THE SCHOOLS. 


An Address Dolltercil 
to tho 
Grnlinm 
County Tcachor's 
Institute 
by Trot. 
Jj. V. Itossor, 


continued 
from last week. 
Thoro is another thought in con- 
nection with tho foregoing. 
It is 
tho duty of tho public to employ 
nono but professional teachers. 
A 
professional teachor 
is 
ono 
who 
makes his or hor living by 
teach- 
ing to tho exclusion 
of all other 
occupations, and is in tho businoss 
for life. 
If ho is a good tcachoi ho 
is fit for nothing 
olso 
and would 
starvo in any 
other 
calling. 
Tho 
jack of all trades 
is 
as 
much a 
jack in tho school 
room as 
clso-wher- 
Now, 
with 
tho 
school 
running for only half a torm and 
with ono teacher 
required 
to 
do 
tho work of two, 
how 
can 
pro- 
fessional teachers bo had or kept? 
Tho 
question 
carries 
its 
own 
answer. 
It is gcnorally 
conceded 
that tho employment of inefficient 
teachers 
is 
tho 
greatest 
of 
all 
educational 
wasto. 
"By 
putting 
an unqualified, untrained 
and 
un- 
skilled 
teacher 
into 
tho 
school 
room, tho precious years of child- 
hood aro wasted 
liko 
water; 
tho 
swiftly fleeting moments aro gone, 
liko wator spilt 
on 
tho 
ground." 
This wasto cannot bo reckoned 
in 
dollars 
and 
conts. 
Who 
can 
es- 
timate 
tho depreciated 
condition 
of our schools 
from 
this 
cause? 
Besides tho various other require- 
ments placed upon tho teacher, it 
is said that ho or sho must possess 
a sufficient degree of social culture 
to afford tho pupils a desirablo ex-- 
amplo in dress and bearing. 
This 
requirement 
carrios 
with 
it tho 
right on tho part of tho teacher 
to 
a sufficient compensation to 
main- 
tain himself in a 
decent 
and 
stylo of lifo. 
A school 
for only 
ono 
half 
tho standard 
torm nccossarily means only half 
pay. 
Tho prolessional teacher 
is, 
thcreforo, forced by necessity 
to 
engage 
in 
unprofessional 
work, 
nnd thoroby looso 
interest 
in his 
calling and becomo unfitted for 
it; 
olso 
ho 
becomes 
antiquated 
in 
attire, slovonly in appearance, and 
isolated and unsocial in habits. 
For tho purpose of encouraging 
immigration, obtaining 
statehood, 
and tho liko laudablo objects, 
wo 
aro accustomed to hear tho 
con- 
dition of our schools sot forth 
in 
glowing 
colors. 
For 
such 
pur- 
poses this extravagant praise 
may 
bo, to some extent, 
pardoned; 
but 
lot us not 
deceive 
ourselves. 
If 
wo would improvo our taults 
wo 
must first ascertain 
and acknowl 
edgo thorn, at least to ourselves; not 
to do so is tho common 
character- 
istic 
of bicottcd 
ignorance. 
It 
cannot bo domed that our peoplo 
fool and 
take 
a conmcndablo 
in- 
terest in tho 
public 
schools 
and 
willingly 
pay 
enormously 
high 
taxes to support tho 
sohools; 
nor 
can it bo questioned that our laws 
provide 
an 
oxcollont 
systom 
of 
public 
schools 
on 
paper. 
Tho 
chiof drawback and tho ono which 
is at tho 
foundation 
of all 
our 
short comings is tho 
lack 
of suf- 
ficient funds. 
Our school laws aro 
framed on tho theory and basis of 
an nmplo supply 
of revenue; 
but 
thoir practical application is 
ham 
pered by a shortago 
of funds 
of 
irom fifty to sovonty-fiv- o 
per cent. 
This 
discrepancy 
between 
the 
theory and practice of our school 
laws is 
tho 
chiof 
defect 
of tho 
systom. 
With 
tho tax 
rato 
hovering 
around 
tho 
high-wate- r 
mark 
of 
four por cont, tho question of pro 
viding additional rovenuo becomes 
a vexed and difficult 
ono, and has 
bogun to attract 
somo 
attention. 
But tho other 
problem, 
how 
to 
cconomizo and apportion 
a short 
and insufficient fund so as to make 
it go farthorcst and do 
tho 
most 
good to 
tho 
greatest 
number, 
a 
matter of tho most vital importanco 
undor oxisting circumstances seems 
not to havo como sufficcntly to the 
front. 
It is 
an 
old 
adage that 
thoro is 
stroneth 
in union. 
Tho 
application of this principlo is 
moro 
needed than 
in our 
public schools. 
Six teachers with 
150 
pupils 
can 
work 
to 
much 
greater advantogo and at a much 
less cost to tho 
public, 
when 
all 
theso pupils and teachers 
aro 
col- 
lected togtchor under ono roof into 
ono school, 
than when 
they 
are 
scattorod into 
as many 
soparato 
schools as 
teachers. 
What 
man 
with 
any 
business 
sonso 
would 
undortako to do any of tho freight 
ing 01 tho una 
valloy 
with 
six 
separate 
one-hors- o 
wagons 
In- 
stead of with ono 
six-hors- o 
wagon? 
Tho principlo applies equally as well 
to the management 
of our public 
schools. 
Truo, 
tho 
ono 
teacher 
school, liko tho 
one-hors- 
o 
wagon, 
has its place, and in its placo 
is 
a 
necessity, but even 
thon 
it 
is 
a 
costly necessity; whilo out of its 
placo, or in tho placo of tho united 
school, it is an extravagant 
wasto. 
uur school laws, 
instead 
ot 
en- 
couraging 
and 
promoting 
fowcr 
but 
uuitod, 
larger 
and 
bettor 
schools with longer terms, plainly 
do tho 
reverse, and tend to dis 
sipato 
tho 
public 
funds 
among 
many smaller schools with shorter 
terms. 
To give every child of the 
country 
tho 
opportunities 
of 
a 
common 
school 
education 
is 
certainly tho right motto; but it is 
quito another thing to attempt 
to 
maintain a soparato 
school 
houso 
in every 
man's front yard. 
Our 
school law liko tho good shepherd 
leaving his ninotj' and nino sheep 
and going out into tho wildorness 


I after tho ono that has stiayed 
and 


is lost, attompts to provide a school 
houso and a teachor for tho 
com- 
munity of fivo or six children who 
havo strayed off into tho mountains 
and squattod in Coyoto canyon, at 
the 6xponso 
of tho moro 
thickly 
sottlcd communities, by depriving 
ninety and nino of theso children 
of thoir right 
to moro 
ihan 
ono 
teacher. 
Such an arrangement 
is 
palpably a flagrant 
wasto of tho 
public funds. 
As 
to raising 
ad- 
ditional rovenuo for tho 
schools, 
it is plain 
that 
tho 
already 
ex- 
ceedingly high rato of tax should 
not bo raised if that can 
possibly 
bo avoided. 
In this connection it 
is to bo regretted that tho law 
ex- 
empting railroads from taxes 
did 
not 
contain 
a 
saving 
clauso 
in 
favor of 
tho 
school 
taxes. 
Tho 
best 
and most encouraging 
sug- 
gestion that has yet como 
to the 
notico of tho writer in rofcrenco to 
tho public school fund, is that con- 
tained in tho recent import of Gov. 
Hughes to 
tho Interior 
Depart- 
ment. 
This suggestion is to bring 
tho public 
grazing 
lands 
of tho 
territory into use, by leasing them, 
under proper rcstictions, 
tho 
pro- 
ceeds to bo applied in support 
of 
tho public schools ol tho torritory. 
Whether tho unpatented 
mining 
claims on the public lands 
would 
bear 
a 
small tax 
for 
tho 
same 
purpose 
is 
another 
untaxed 
e 
well worth considering. 
A 
poll tax 
is already provided 
for 
by law, and if collected would add 
ono or two months to 
tho 
length 
of tho terms of tho schools. 
But 
somohow this law is not 
enforced 
If it wore mado 
tho 
duty 
of tho 
consus marshal in each 
district 
to 
collect this tax, whilo 
taking tho 
school census, tho proceeds to 
bo 
hold 
and 
applied 
in 
tho 
dis- 
trict whore collected, maybo better 
results would follow. 
A still 
bet- 
ter plan, and tho ono which 
pro-vail- s 
most 
generally 
throughout 
tho 
United 
States, 
is to require 
overy school 
district 
to levy and 
collect tho larger sharo of tho funds 
noccssary for tho support 
of tho 
schools in tho district. 
This plan 
avoids squabbling and gerrymand- 
ering in apportioning 
tho school 
money, and promotes 
economy, 
two points of vital 
importance 
at 
tho present 
in 
this 
county, 
and

This would put us on a silver 
basis, with no gold by which to

and redeem, and our silver, being 
free to como and go, would bo exactly 
on a level with

countries." 
To this statoment a correspondent of 
tho Atlanta 
Constitution takes excep- 
tions and quotes from two statements 
from tho United States mint as to tho 
stock of gold and silver in Japan, 
In- 
dia, China and tho Straits. Thoy differ 
slightly, as a good deal of this work is 
an estimate.

allow 
no gold for India, China and tho Straits, 
but thoy do not otherwiso agree.

pan's gold is put at S80, 700,000 in ono 
and 
90,000,000

tho other. 
Tho 
amount of silver in tho four countries 
is put at SI, 800,300,000 
in tho ono and 
at 81,750,000,000 
in tho other.

H92 to 1802 inclusive. 
wasS.),C03,210,000, 
according to tho best authorities. 
Tho 
stock of gold in tho world now is sup- 
posed 
to 
bo about 
83,800,000,000. 
Of 
this very considerable amount now in 
uso as money theso eastern countries 
now havo only tho insignificant sum of 
90,000,000, all of which is held by Ja- 
pan, whilo tho amount of silver in that 
section is nearly twenty times greater. 
From 1845 to 
1895 tho net oxports of 
gold and silver from the United States 
woro about 81,452,000,000, 
of which at 
least half was gold. 
From 1851 to 1893 
the net exports of gold (there were no 
imports) from Australia 
woro 
81,537,-814,59- 
4. 
now much of this enormous 
export did theso castorn countries get? 
Is it not tho height 
of absurdity 
to 
suppose that our gold, even if oxported 
under open mints to gld and silver 
alike, would go to theso 
countries? 
Theso peoplo have no uso for gold and 
havo never 
had.

they needed it 
surely such old countries as India and 
China would not havo 
been entirely 
wanting in gold currency at this lato 
day in their history.

WOMEN 
IN 
THE 
PROFESSIONS. 
Tho (Jrcat Increaso in tho United King- 
domSome statistics. 
The advance made by women in the 
piofessions is strikingly brought outby 
this new census paper. 
In 
the 
civil 
the number of women officers, 
and clerks had liscn from less than 
3,-- 
000 in 1S71 to 8.54C in the last census 
j ear. 
In the local government of tho 
country, 
too, women aie much more 
fl eely emploj ed. 
There was evidently 
a return of vv omen doctors in 1871 ; they 
w ere awaiting their degrees, or had de- 
grees which the census did not recog- 
nize; in 1881 they were returned as 25 
in number, but in 1891 they were 101 in 
England and Wales. 
Women 
veteri- 
nary surgeons appeared for the first 
time in the census of 1891. 
There were 
then two of them. 
Besides over 53,000-sic- 
nurses, there are 887 women 
ed 
in "subordinate medical service." 
Under the 
somewhat 
comprehensive 
heading of "author, editor, journalist," 
we find GG0 women in 1891, as compared 
with 
453 ten jears before and 
55 in 
1871. 
Women reporters were rare in 
18S1. 
Tifteen was the total number for 
England and Wales, but in 1891 there 
were 127. 
In the arts the invasion of 
the ladies is most 
conspicuous. 
In 
1881 there were 1,900 of their sex who 
returned 
themselves as painters, 
en- 
gravers or sculptors; in 1891 the num- 
ber had liscn to 3,032. 
For the first 
time in 1691 there were lady architects 
on the census. 
They numbered 
19. 
Lady musicians and music mistresses 
numbered over 19,000 in 1891. 
They 
were 11,000 ten jears before. 
Instead 
of 2,303 actresses, as in 1881, there were 
in 1891 3,090. 
In the commercial class 
the increase of women workers is not 
so striking, the apparently great aug- 
mentation of commercial clerks being 
explained by the transfer to this class 
of hundreds prev iously described as ac- 
countants.

temporarily. 
"Whon it was granted tho Collector 
was directed to issuo a recoipt 
for 
about 82,000, 
which 
is 
acknowl- 
edged to be legal, thus leaving tho 
excess to bo tho subject 
of litiga 
tion. 
Tho condition of tho writ of 
injunction rrflects to theo redit 
of 
Judgo Eouso, 
as 
tho 
custom 
in 
other counties has been to grant in 
junctions preventing tho collection 
by tho Treasuror of any portion of 
tho tax,.thus keeping 
tho 
county 
out ot tho tax lor 
many 
months, 
and sometimes for years,
